Answer  of  the  Minister  of  State. 

Minister  of  State  Hirota. 

Regarding  the  relation  with  the  USSR,  since  ny  tenure  of  office  in 
Moscow,  believing  it  not  good  for  both  countries  when  such  a  big  problem  has 
arisen  in  the  Par  East  to  have  relations  between  Japan  and  the  USSR 
worsening,  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  solve  the  problem  as  reasonably  as 
l^sslble  and,  by  doing  so,  to  show  the  world  that  the  situation  was  not 
becoming  worse.  Since  I  took  up  the  present  post  1  am  keeping  this  Intention 
in  mind.  As  yet  I  cannot  report  concrete  realication  of  this  intention,  but 
to  describe  frankly  the  recent  situation,  the  most  reasonable  wiy  to  deal 
with  the  relation  between  the  two  countries  is  to  solve  the  most  iugiending 
problem  first  and  I  intend  to  offer  ny  good  offices  to  accomplish  the 
purchase  of  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  by  Manchukuo.
